Mr Lord, 

So many years have elapsed between the design and 
execution, the conception and accomplishment, of this work, since 
I first had the honor of bringing it under your notice, that it may be 
necessary to explain the circumstances, which induced the undertaking 
and have caused the delay of its publication. 

The work, which was conceived and commenced during your Lord- 
ship's administration of Irish affairs, has for its object — to rescue some 
part of the most important of our National muniments from the com- 
parative oblivion and obscurity, which, by reason of the difficulty of 
access, the labour of research, and the expense of official constats, 
they now lie involved — and, whatever light it may throw on our public 
records, in directing either the pursuits of the historian, the antiquarian, 
or of the legal practitioner, it is to your Lordship they must feel them- 
selves principally indebted for the encouragement afforded, and the 
facility of access accorded to me, in extricating and evolving their con- 
tents, from the rubbish of technical phrases, wordy parantheses, and the 
legal forms of diction. 
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The prosecution of the work, has been the resource and relaxation of 
my leisure hours, — when relieved from the details of official duties, of 
an onerous and imperative nature — and the preparation of the materiel, 
no less than the revision and correction of the press, have united to 
retard the publication of a compilation; which, to be accomplished 
within any reasonable time, could only be effected by untiring and 
unremitting assiduity. 

In inscribing the commencement of my labours in this undertaking 
to your Lordship, I owe it, apart from all other considerations, as a small, 
though insignificant, expression of my esteem and gratitude for the 
invariable kindness and friendship, I have, on all occasions, experienced 
from your Lordship. Beyond the interest, if not importance, that may 
attach to some of the articles, as illustrative of the present compared 
with former times; the work hap nothing, its accuracy excepted, to 
bespeak your favor — but, professing to be a faithful expositor of the 
public record, and recommended to consideration by the care and 
expense bestowed by the Legislature in the preservation of such 
documents; to no one can it be, more appropriately, addressed than 
to your Lordship, the name and deeds of whose family are not only 
blended and interwoven with the ancient muniments of the kingdom, 
but also conspicuously associated with the recorded transactions of this 
country ; the destinies of which, have, in later years, been presided over 
by your Lordship, in no uneventful period of its history.

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PREFACE. 



Amid the vast heap of records and muniments, which is to be found in 
the public archives of the country, none justly stand in higher estimation, 
than the patent rolls of chancery; whether considered, in respect to the 
antiquity, utility, or variety of the documents with which they abound. 

To give effect to the royal pleasure, when signified under the sign 
manual or by privy signet, in favor of any individual, or body politic 
or corporate — letters patent, specifying the inducement, and defining the 
nature, extent and tenure of the grant, with the conditions and penalties 
annexed, were directed to issue under the great seal of the kingdom ; 
of which, the lord chancellor was, and is, the keeper. 

The inrolment of these instruments was not required by law, until 
the statute of Charles rendered it imperative — yet in times, antecedent 
thereto, it was no unusual thing to insert, in the patent, a clause, 
nullifying the grant, unless inrolled within a given time — and, even in 
the absence of such provision, the patentees themselves had recourse, 
in most instances, to this precaution, for their own security, and to 
avoid the inconvenience, if not loss, resulting from neglect ; for it some- 
times occurred, that the king was deceived, in granting to one subject, 
what had been previously passed away from the crown, in favor of 
another — no record existing of the previous grant 

This class of records, although commencing with a roll of the tenth 
year of king Edward the first, contains grants made by king Henry 
the second, — by John, as well when earl of Morton, as when king — by 
king Henry, the third — and king Edward, the first. With the exception 
of the reigns of the first three Edwards, in which many chasms exist, 
the series of the patent rolls forms almost one continuous and unbroken 
chain down to the present time, with an hiatus here and there ; cover- 
ing a period of time, which of itself speaks the antiquity of these 
documents — and, as regards the utility and variety of them, whether the

labours of the antiquarian, the objects of the historian, the pursuits of the 
legal practitioner, or the purposes of general inquiry, are to be served ; 
these may be best explained, by enumerating the character of the docu- 
ments which are of most frequent recurrence ; vizt. — 

1. The king's letters, under the sign manual, or privy seal. 

2. State papers — conveying instructions for the management of 
public affairs in Ireland; and on other subjects of state. 

3. Letters from the privy council in England, on the like subjects. 

4. Charters, of incorporation of cities and towns— -of privileges for 
ecclesiastical corporations ; and such like. 

5. Appointments to patentee offices — civil — ecclesiastical — judicial 
and military. 

6. Pardons — special and general. 

7. Royal licenses of absence from the realm — licenses, for manufacture 
of articles — for the exportation of wheat, grain, wool, sheep-skins, etc. — 
and, to dig for and transport sea-coal, etc. 

8. Grants of english liberty, to persons of scotch, brabant and ger- 
man blood — with power to use and enjoy the english laws, pre-eminences, 
rights and customs ; and to acquire lands and hereditaments, etc. 

9. Grants of the wardships of minors — and the livery of lands. 

10. Grant of fairs and markets — tolls and customs. 

11. Grants of pensions for services. 

12. Grants of lands — of the advowsons of churches — of rectories, 
vicarages, tithes, glebes, etc. — of abbies, monasteries, priories, frieries, 
and other religious houses, with their appurtenances — of manors, with 
their manorial rights and privileges — of fishings — weares — rivers — 
islands — loughs, etc. — and, of whatever could be made the subject of 
grant, and passed away from the crown. 

13. The creation of titles, honors and dignities. 

14. Inquisitions, finding the possessions of the crown, by reason of for- 
feiture or otherwise — touching the foundations of churches, etc. — and, 
for ascertaining and determining the meares of counties and territories. 
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15. Commissions for the survey, apportionment and erection of 
counties — for remedy of defective titles — for the appointment of justices 
and commissioners, as well civil as military — for the conversion of lands, 
held by the irish custom of tanistrie, into the english custom of tenure — 
and, on various other subjects. 

Heretofore the contents of these muniments have been, as it were, a 
sealed book. The expenses, attendant on official researches and constats, 
preclude all inquiry — and, except for legal purposes, which could not 
be efficiently prosecuted, without consulting them ; these records are 
virtually closed and inaccessible to the public. 

To explore these stores of information, and unfold their contents, 
is the object, as far as it extends, of the present work ; which pretends 
not even to the merit of a new undertaking, but rests satisfied with the 
attempt, after a long interval, of following up the labours of the late 
Irish record commission. 

In the arrangement and classification of the records in the public 
archives, much good was effected by that commission; by means of 
which, research has been facilitated, and the inquirer directed in his 
pursuits, by the publication of descriptive catalogues and repertories. 
It is however greatly to be regretted, that, just at the period, when the 
public were about to reap the full benefit of the vast expenditure that 
had been incurred, the objects of the commission in this country were 
abruptly terminated ; insomuch that some works, half printed— others, 
of which the printing had been commenced — and several, prepared for 
publication — were all abandoned, and left and remain in a crude, dis- 
persed and unfinished state. 

Among others, of this kind, is the repertory of the patent rolls of 
chancery— of these records, one volume, to the end of the reign of 
Henry the seventh, had been published by the commissioners in 1828; 
which was intended to be immediately succeeded by two others — one, to 
the end of the reign of Elizabeth ; and the other, to embrace the reign 
of James, the first. To complete the last of these volumes is the pur- 
port of the present undertaking; but on a plan, different from that 
designed by the record commissioners — as this work will contain a full 
abstract of every article on these rolls seriatim; while the repertory, 
contemplated by the commissioners, was confined to the grants of lands — 
leaving such other articles on these rolls as are sui generis, to form the 
materials of separate volumes; under the respective titles of, Charters — 
State-papers — Patentee offices, etc. 
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VI PREFACE. 

The plan of the first part of the work, now submitted to the public, 
purports to contain a full abstract of every instrument on the roll — all 
the articles have been translated into english — all abbreviations and 
contractions of words, rejected — all technical phraseology, discarded — 
and nothing, but the subject matter of the grant, retained ; showing the 
inducement, nature of the donation, tenure, conditions, and penalties 
annexed, if any. 

A summary account of the contents of the royal letters — of all patentee 
appointments; civil, ecclesiastical, judicial, and military — and a brief sum- 
mary of the contents of the state papers, and other state documents — 
is prefixed to the repertory. While an index to the cities and towns — 
an index to the grants of lands and tithes, classified according to 
counties — an alphabetical index of the parishes — and a general index 
of the names of persons — will be found, at the end of the repertory. To 
the remaining part of this volume, when completed, it is proposed to 
annex full indexes of every subject matter referred to, either in the 
text or notes. 

To prosecute, with effect, and within any reasonable time, a work 
of this nature — and to carry it down to the restoration, or any other 
period of time — is beyond the reach and life of any individual. It is 
more a matter of national interest and concern — as the trouble and 
expense attendant on the preparation of the materiel, the superin- 
tendence of the editorial department, independently of the printing and 
other matters, lie beyond the compass of limited means. 

Considerable sums have been already expended, not merely in the 
printing, but in the preparation for press, of several record works — it is 
therefore most desirable that some means should be devised, public or 
private, for the completion, at least, of such works as the Irish record 
commission left unfinished — to supply which, although in a very small 
degree, is the scope of the present publication ; and if the aid of 
Government should be happily enlisted in so great an undertaking, the 
purposes of the editor are fully answered, and the time and trouble 
bestowed upon this volume, for the last few years, in private hours, 
will be amply repaid.

And, therefore, wee have, by the advice of our counseU, 
Alevise^ceiien instructions, by way of articles, which wee send you here inclosed, 
signed by our counsel!, and of the date of these our letters; wherein our pleasure 
is, thai soe many of our said directions, as may be effectually performed by you 
and our eounsell at Dublin, bee speediUe effected there. And for accomplish* 
inge the residue of our instructions, wee doe hereby nominate our governors 
of each province, our marshal!, chiefe justice, chiefe baron, master of rolls 
there, air Arthure Chichester, sir Henry Dockewray, our secretaries of estate, 
and our eounsell learned there, to be our commissioners ; whoe, by their auc- 
thoritie of their places and their longe experience, shalbe best able to ad* 
vaunce our services therein. And as it cannot be expected that soe many

1. That such of the undertakers as have not made plantation, nor paid 
their rents, and now desire remittall of the rents in arreare, uppon pretence of 
waste, be called before the deputie and counsell, and give securitie for payment 
of the rents hereafter growinge, and performinge the inhabitation with English, 
accordinge to their letters patents ; or that soe much parte thereof for plants* 
tion be moderated, as may be thought reasonable—to remitt onlie soe much 
of the arrerages growen due sithence the last warres began in Munster, beinge 
about five yeares past, as they shall finde cause in consideration of the waste 
therein duringe that rebellion ; but that which shalbe in arreare duringe the 
Munster rebellion, and before, to be paid at reasonable tymes: — and yf any 
will relinquish his seigniorie, soe undertaken, in token of the small profits 
made of the landes, then the whole arrerages to be remitted to such, and the 
landes to be kept as rewardes, for other subjects and servitors. 

2. That a computation be made of the compositions, in liewe of cess, in 
Leinstei) Connaught, and Munster, that have bin in arreare sithence the be* 
ginninge of the warres ; and remittall given of the arreare to such countries as have 
binesubject to cease, and yeelded beoves and other provisions for thearmye, etc 

3. That the compositions, heretofore established in each province, be revived, 
etc., the army beinge soe great ; or els to be done when the army shalbe reduced 
to garrisons and a lesser nomber, as the agents for the eountrie desire the re- 
vivinge thereof — the like composition to be established in Ulster in tyme of 
peace, where the chief lords have great territories for smale or noe rents ; and 
yet the crowne charge for contayninge those people hath exceeded other parts 
of the kingdome. 

4. That a commission be issued to enquire the true annual value of landes 
and farmes, whose rents are in arreare, and howe much of each farme was wasted 
duringe the warr, as manie fee farmors and lessees have supplicated for remittall 
of all arrerages, and the warn, being general, made a waste in the most parts— 
and to remitt, in proportion, soe much as shalbe thought consonant to equitie. 

5. To informe us what lands, seigniories, and dueties are forfeited by the 
late general rebellion, of which a great parte of those in Ulster is distributed to 
the lordes and natives there ; and, for the rest in any province, to make inqui- 
sitions to intitle Us thereto, etc, to be disposed of for rewarde of servitors, etc— 
and to certify the names and rewarde of such servitors as have had leases or 
pensions there, soe that they may not abuse us by seekinge further recompence 
till others of like desert have receaved like satisfaction. 

6. That commissions be granted to persons to decide, summarilie, etc, the con- 
troversies betweene such Irish lords as complayne for want of justice ; whereby 
their differences, which may disturbe the generall peace, may be pacified, and they 
eased of the chardge of suits which their povertie may not endure. 

7. That the commissioners do, by inquisitions, intitle us to such landes and 
hereditaments as ought to escheate to us bf any attainders, dissolution of monas- 
teries, or such like — and cause the same to be putt into survey and chardge* 

8. That the eountrie be granted to Phelim M'Pheagh, accordinge to such 
limitations as the lord lievetenant shall prescribe ; and the like for all the rest 
of the lords, accordinge to articles entred in the counsell booke, etc— and that 
some agreement be made betweene Phelim and Redmond MTeagh, in the divi- 
sion of that eountrie, or some other course thought of to satisfie Redmond.

clare to the lorde deputye and state heere of her highnes' departure ; who landed 
in the haven of Dublin the 5th of April, 1603.

76. Riccard, earle of Clanrickard, having petitioned the chauncellor to graunte a 
commission to examine upon interrogatories, ad perpetuam rei memoriam — for 
.that he is the sonn and heir to UUicke, late earle, and inheritable to the earl- 
dome, and to the mannors, landes, etc. of which his father died seised ; but that 
some persons, and among other, his brother, sir Thos. Bourke, knt., for further- 
ance of pretended title, reported that petitioner was borne before the mariadge 
of his father and mother, which may breede truble, yf meanes for prevention be 
not used ; as such as can prove the mariadge, and the tyme thereof, are impotent 
and aged. A commission was accordingly graunted, on 16th Apr., 44 Eliz. ; and 
by the depositions of (*) witnesses returned into chancery, on the 18th July, 
1604, it nppereth that .dame Honor, countesse dowager of Clanrickard, of the 
adge of 52 yeares, wasmaried to Ullickjate earle, in the parish church of Athenrie, 
aboute 38 yeares agoe — that Moyler M c Awgg, parish priest or vicar of Athenrie, 
did solemnish the mariadge, when several witnesses, whose names are mentioned, 
were present — that shee was about two yeares maried, before shee had any yssue, 
and then had yssue Riccard and Marie, both deceased — that Riccard, the now 
earle, was younger by l£yeare, then the said Marie, and soe he was borne 6 yeares 
after said mariadge — that one Gyllomulvihill was parish e clerke then, and did serve 
and attend the nuptialles — that a rumor beinge raised that Riccard, the now© earle, 
was borne before the said mariadge ; the late earle suspectinge that same should 
growe of his sonne, sir Thos. Bourke, knt., sent for him, and in the presence of 
him, the nowe earle, and many others, tooke his othe, as did the countesse, 
that the rumor was most false — that he was maried 2 yeares to the countesse 
before shee had any yssue, and afterwards shee had yssue, as aforesaid— -that 
said sir Thomas tooke his othe that he never spoke any suche speches — that 
the late earle drew him and the now earle to attonement, and gave his curse to sir 
Thomas, yf ever he should betheaucthour of such fabulous speeches thenceforth. 

77. For performance of his majesties pleasure, as expressed in privie seal, no. 
54, pa. 24, ( b ) a commission was issued on 24th Oct., in the firste yeere, and 
an inquisition sped on the 26 Nov., in said year, to inquire what castles, manors, 
lands, rents, services, customs, etc, belonged to the king, within the territory of 
Tyrconnell and the parts adjacent, by reason of the dissolution of any religious 
houses.

56. An episcopal see having been founded, from time immemorial, in the ca- 
thedral church of the holy Trinity, Dublin ; as also, one old community or priory 
in or near said church, in which dwelt canons of the rule of st. Augustine, under 
one prior ; who, with consent of the convent thereof, managed the business of said 
priory, under the name of the prior and convent of the cathedral church, afore- 
said— -and, king Hen. vm. having, by his royal authority, transposed said prior 
and convent into the dean and chapter of the holy Trinity, Dublin,|by patent of 
the 10th May, in his 33rd year ; he thereby ordained the then prior and 9 canons ; 
granted them dispensations as to their rule, habit, and religion ; willed them to 
be reputed as secular priests ; the prior, to be dean ; the first three canons, re- 
spectively, to be precentor, chancellor, and treasurer ; and the remaining six, to 
serve as vicars choral in said church $ and incorporated them, in deed and name, 
to have perpetual succession, and be called by the name of the dean and chapter of 
the cathedral church of the holy Trinity, Dublin, etc — also, king Edw. VI. hav- 
ing, by letters patent, augmented the ministers thereof to 6 priests and 2 cho- 
rister boys ; and assigned annually to each minister 10, and to each chorister 4, 
marks, ster n payable by the vice-treasurer, for performance of divine service 
in said church, during pleasure — and k. Philip and q. Mary having, by patent 
of 20th May, in the 1st and 2nd years of their reign, granted that the said 6 priests 
and 2 choristers should continue for ever, and be paid the aforesaid stipends ; 
and that they, and all inferior ministers, be nominated by said dean and chapter : 

King James the first, in order to promote the glory of God, and the ministry of 
the word, not only confirmed the aforesaid charters ; but, being desirous to sup-

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ply some defects in same, and principally because it seemed to detract from the 
dignity of said church that not only the vicars choral may treat of the more 
weighty matters in the same, and be present at chapter meetings, but also that . 
it is unadorned with canonical prebendaries, and yet is charged with 6 priests ; 
granted this charter, on the 12th June, in the second year, t» pursuance ofprwy 
seal of the\2ih July, 1603 — which charter ordained same to be for ever the 
cathedral church of the holy Trinity, Dublin ; translated the vicars choral, at first 
founded, into canonical prebendaries, and the 6 priests added to their number, 
into 6 vicars choral ; constituted in said church a dean, precentor, chancellor, 
treasurer, 3 canonical prebendal priests, 6 vicars choral, and 4 small choristers ; 
erected the dean, precentor, chancellor, treasurer, and canonical prebendaries, 
and their successors, into one body politic and corporate, by the name of the 
dean and chapter, as aforesaid; to have perpetual succession; to be persons 
capable in law to purchase and accept, as well, lands, tenements and other 
hereditaments, spiritual and temporal, as goods and chattels, real and personal ; 
to have a common seal ; to plead, and be impleaded ; to prosecute all causes, 
plaints and actions ; to claim liberties and franchises ; and do all other things, etc. 
as other liege subjects — to them, and their successors, for ever, were confirmed 
the said cathedral church, with all its domains, manors, castles, lands, tenements, 
rents, reversions, services, annuities, knights' fees, wards, marriages, escheats, 
reliefs, heriots, fines, courts leet, chattels, waifes, estrays, chattels of felons and 
fugitives, etc., advowsons, rectories, impropriate tithes great and small, glebes, 
pensions, portions, salaries, oblations, chauntries, profits, commodities, franchises, 
privileges, jurisdictions, woods, fisheries, warrens, moors, marshes, meadows, 
and other hereditaments, spiritual and temporal, which formerly belonged to 
the prior and convent, in right of said church, and which said dean and chapter, 
since said translation, have held and possessed, etc 

And, for the more becoming support and separate sustentation of each dig- 
nitary and prebendary — to the dean, and his successors, were assigned, by this char- 
ter, the house he now possesses near said church, and all fruits, rents, profits, etc*, 
heretofore enjoyed by any deans, within the several manors of Glasnevin, Clone- 
mell, Clonkeen, Dalkey, Killeny, Ballylogan, Ballchurter, Ballebrenan, BaUetip- 
per, BalHogan, Ballemoghan, Firnecost, Kylmahyocke, with their appurte- 
nances, spiritual and temporal ; Ballefinch and Ballochere, as to spirituals ; Balle- 
adam and Smothsco, as to temporals ; the lands of the prior of Ketin near Car- 
rickmaine ; and the churches and rectories of Carrickmaine, Tullagh, StiUorgan, 
Clonkein, KHmahyock, Dalkey, Killeny, Balleloghan, Rocheston, Cornelscourt, 
Kilbeggott, Stellorgan, and Newton, with all chapels annexed, and manses, 
glebes, tithes and oblations, to said churches and rectories pertaining ; also, the 
water-mill, called the pole -mill, outside the poll-gate, DubUn, and all other posses- 
sions which Robert Castell aUa$ Painswicke, the first dean thereof, held, bf reason 
of said deanery — to the precentor, and his successors, were assigned the house 
he now possesses near said church, and the churches or rectories of BaJgriffin and 
Drumshallon, with aH their tithes, great and small, and the lands there, of which 
said prior and convent of said church were formerly seised ; also, a moiety of 
the tithes of Glasnevin and of all the smaller tithes of Dromconragh, with lands 
in Cowlock to the value of 3*. yearly, and aH other lands and possessions which 
Richard Ball, the first precentor thereof, held, by reason of said precentorship— 
to the chancellor, and his successors, were assigned the house he now possesses 
near said church; and the church or rectory of Kilcullen, with the manse, 
glebe, and small tithes thereof ; also, the tithes, great and small, of Galmors- 
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town, Castlemarten, Kinneigh, and Blackrath, with the moiety of the small 
tithes of Drumconragh, the tithes of Kildenale, and the lands in Roganstown, 
Lespoppel, Ministon, Dundalke, Drumcarr, and Carlingford, with the appurte- 
nances, whereof the prior and convent were formerly seised there, and all other 
possessions, whereof Walter White, the first chancellor, was possessed by reason 
of said chancellorship ; the precentor and chancellor, and their successors, being 
bound equally to support all charges incumbent on the church of Glasnevin — to 
the treasurer, and bis successors, were assigned the house he now possesses, and 
the church or rectory of Balscadan, with the smaller tithes thereof, saving the 
portion of the perpetual vicar there ; also, the lands in Poncheston, whereof the 
prior and convent were formerly seised, the water-mill of Glasnevin, and all other 
possessions, whereof John Mosse, the first treasurer, was possessed, by reason of 
said treasurership— -to the prebendary of st, Michael, and his successors, were 
assigned the church of st. Michael in Dublin, with all its tithes, oblations, and 
other emoluments — to the prebendary of st. Michan, and his successors, were 
assigned the church or rectory of st. Michan near Dublin, with all its tithes, 
oblations, etc ; the tithes of Grangegorman and Oxmantongreene excepted — 
and to the prebendary of st. John, and his successors, were assigned the church 
or rectory of st. John in Dublin, with all its tithes, oblations and other profits- 
provided always that one of the three prebendaries be daily present at all divine 
offices, and execute the office of a minister in celebrating same ; — to hold the 
lands, etc., so assigned, to the dignitaries and prebendaries, and their successors, 
separately and in particular ; and for the same to plead and be impleaded, sepa- 
rately, in all causes, suits and actions — said cathedral church to be the archiepis- 
copal see of Dublin, as before ; and the modern archbishop, and his successors, 
forbidden to exercise any ordinary jurisdiction, authority or exaction, other than 
was formerly accustomed to be used there, whilst it had been a community ; 

With power to the dean and chapter, and their successors, to make ordinances 
and statutes, for the government of said church and its ministers, to abrogate 
and alter same, and compose others in their place ; to assign, by said statutes, to 
the dignitaries, prebendaries, and vicars choral, meet stipends and salaries, for 
the rewards and residences of* each of them, and their successors, in the same 
manner as to hired persons and stipendiaries ; to ordain matters necessary re* 
specting the stipends, salaries, and duties of the choristers and other ministers ; 
to elect, on the death or resignation of any of the prebendaries and vicars 
choral, others in their place, and put them into real possession thereof; saving 
to the king, his heirs and successors, the donation and installation of the dean, 
precentor, cliancellor, treasurer, and their successors ; and directing that the arch- 
deacons of Dublin shall have a stall in the choir and a voice and place in the 
chapter, in all chapter acts ; also, remitting, as well the yearly payment of the 20th 
part charged on the possessions of said church, as the first-fruits thereof, due on 
the death or resignation of the dean ; and, in lieu thereof, providing that an 
annual sum of 51. irish be paid in satisfaction of the first fruits due for the pos- 
sessions held in common, and that each of the dignitaries and prebendaries, for 
the possession? held by them, in severalty, be charged, as well with the yearly 
payment of the 20th parts, as with the first-fruits due out of their several pos- 
sessions, upon a new commission to be, for that purpose, directed-— and ordain- 
ing that the ministers of said church may enjoy such honors, pre-eminences and 
prerogatives, as anciently, in all meetings and assemblies in which the ministers 
of the cathedral church of st. Patrick's Dublin, used to meet, treat and assemble 
with them, etc 
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57. The whole region of the county Antrim hiving been wasted by rebellion, Grant ofland* 
tod sir Randall McDonnell, having submitted himself to the deputy general of wD<^\^ 
Ireland, in the time of q* Elis , and been received into favor, supplicated that the knt. 
territories of the Rowte and the Glinnes, and all the castles, manors, lands, Antrim. 
ete* in the province* of Ulster, for many years past possessed by his ancestors, 
might be granted to him ; which ancestors, hating sprung from Scotland, and 
transmigrating into Ireland, planted themselves in the said territories ; — pursuant 
therefor* to privy seal, tte. 37, pa. 166, there were regranted, see 13, pa. 8, to 
Randall M'Donnell, knt., on the 6th July, in the second year, the whole terri- 
tory of the Rowte, containing 9 tuoghes or territories ; ? is., the tuogh between 
the Bande and the Bois, the tuogh of Dunsevericke and Ballenatoy, those of Bal- 
Ulagh, Loughgili, Ballemoney and Dromart, Killeoeonway, Killioquln, Killie* 
morrie, and Bfaghareunagh — also, the whole country of the Glinnes, containing 
7 tuoghes ; vist-i Munerie, that called the Cynamond of Annoy and Raghline, 
Carey, Glinmueonagh, Largie, Parke, and Larne — also, the island of Raghlins, 
being parcel of the Glinnes — and the four towns or villages, catted the Cregges, 
parcel of the Rowte aforesaid, in co. Awtbim ; 

With all castles, manors, islands, mills, edifices, gardens, bawnes, lands, tene* 
meats, pastures, meadows, wastes, lakes, marshes, waters, water-courses, fishings, 
chases, mines, quarries, rents, services, works of free and customary tenants, 
fines, fairs, markets, tolls, customs, rights, jurisdictions, franchises, and all other 
hereditaments, spiritual and temporal — excepting the castle of Donluce, in the 
Rowte, for a fort or garrison, when necessary, but allowing him and his heirs to 
have the custody thereof, during good behaviour — excepting also, the monastery 
of Colrane and all lands, etc. thereunto belonging, spiritual and temporal — ex* 
cepting also, three parts of the free fishing of the river Bande ; the castle of 01* 
derfleete, with its rights and appurtenances ; also, all lands and hereditaments, 
parcels of the possessions of the bishoprieks of Downe and Connor ; and the 
right, title, and interest of all free tenants and other subjects in said territories. 

To hold to him and his heirs male ; remainder to his brother Nicholas, and 
his heirs male ; remainder to his cousins Alexander and Col. M'Donnell; and 
their r espe ctive heirs male ; remainder to the heirs of his own body ; and re- 
mainder to his right heirs, for ever ; by the service of six knights fees, rendering 
annually 160 good fat beeves, or 20*, for each beove, at the election of the . 
crown, and presenting to the governor general a caste of good falcons, yearly, 
at the nativity of st. John — to find and maintain 34 able horsemen and 120 foot- 
men, well equipped and armed, to serve in all general hostinges and journeys, to 
be made by the governor general— with power, during his life, to distinguish 
the Rowte and Glinnes into several precincts, each to contain 2000 a. at least ; 
to give names to each precinct, so that each may become an entire manor ; 
to divide, within each manor, 500 a. for the demesne lands thereof, and on every 
each parcel to build, within the next seven years, a castle or mansion-house ; to 
grant, • daring his life, to any Eege subjects, their heirs and assigns, for ever, so 
many acres of the residue in each manor, at his will, over and above the 500 A. 
of demesne, to be held of sir Randall and bis heirs, as of such manor of which 
each lands were parcel, or by military service, or by fealty and rents, and suit 
at the court of said manor, etc*— with power also, to him and his heirs, for ever, 
to hold courts baron within each manor, and every tenant therein to be a free 
suitor at such court ; to appoint seneschals in and for each manor, and said suitors 
and seneschals to do all things customary to be done in any courts held in any 
other ancient manors.

Commission, 17. Whereas his majestic was informed that, during the late warres in Ireland, 
for making divers persons beinge, or pretendinge to he, lordes of severall countries, territories, 
on divers landes, etc., within Ulster and other partes of that kingdoroe, usurped the entire 

other matters, possession of same, and wrongfullie expulsed divers auncient tenantes and free* 
holders, etc. ; imposinge uppon said landes many unlawfull cut tinges and exactions, 
under pretence that the tenantes or freeholders are but tenantes at will, albeit 
they, and theire auncestors, have enjoyed the same, by course of discent, for many 
hundred yeeres past : which unjust usurpation, the said pretended lordes have con- 
tinued sithence the said warres, although divers of them have taken estates in theire 
said countries, either from us or some of our progenitors ; etc. And whereas, 
divers of said lordes have, duringe the said warres, made divers enchroachmentcs 
on the possessions of theire neighbor lordes, by reason whereof there have risen 
many differences betwene them ; for decidinge whereof, the said lordes and 
tenantes, by reason of theire poverty, and the remote places wherein they dwell, 
are not able to in dure the delaye and charge of the ordinarie course of justice. 
And whereas, divers estates of inheritaunce have been graunted unto sundrie lordes 
and gentlemen of divers large territories, landes, etc., contayninge all or the 
greatest parte of severall shires, wherein are noe freeholders, other then the said 
patentees or theire heires ; soe as, for a competent nomber of freeholders to serve 
in jaries, and to performe other services for the commonwelth, the publique justice 
cannot be executed in those partes, accord inge to the common lawes. And whereas, 
by reason of sundrie rebellions in Ulster, and other partes, not onlie the churches 
and chappelles there are for the most parte ruyned and defaced, but the boundes 
of the parishes are utterlie forgotten ; and, as well the gleabe landes of the par- 
sonages and viccarages there have bene, for many yeeres, wrongfullie possessed 
by the said lordes of territories or their followers, as the tiethes and other dueties 
detayned by the inhabitauntes that ought to paye the same, soe as the worship 
of God and the exercise of religion is utterlie neglected in those partes. And 
whereas, the limittes of divers shires in Ulster, and els where, are not certainlie 
knoweu, and sundry other shires are not convenience apportioned, etc* 
And whereas, divers shires are not well derided into hundredes, precinctes of 
leetes, tithinges and villages ; by reason whereof, the inhabitauntes of same doe 
for the most parte wander upp and downe looselie, folio winge their heardes of 
cattle without anie certen habitation. And lastlie, whereas, by auncient custome 
and royall prerogative, the greatest parte of Irelande is chargeable with a certaine 
imposition, called cesse, whereby the inhabitauntes are bounde to lodge and feede 
the souldieres of the armie there ; and, for their relief in that behalfe, the great* 
est parte of the inhabitauntes of the provinces of Connaght, Leinster and 
Mounster, did hearetofore, duringe the raigne of q. Elizabeth, make a compost* 
tion for the discharge of said cesse; and, in lieu thereof, did graunte unto the 
said queene a rent certaine, goinge out of their landes soe chargeable ; which 
composition hath bene latelie renewed in divers partes of said kingdome. 

And forasmuch as it is expedient, for the commonwelth of Ireland, that said 

■ matters should be settled with all convenient speed, a commission, dated the 19th 

day of July, in the third yeare, was issued to certain persons, (•) empoweringe 

them to survey all the countries or territories within Irelande, possessed by anie

at warres ; sir Richard Wingefeild, knt, marshall of the armie ; sir James Ley, knt, cmVf 
justice of the chief place; sir Richard Cooke, knt, channcellor of the exchequer; sir Edmond 
Ptlham, knt, chief haron of the exchequer; sir Anthony SenUeger, knt, master of the rolls* ; 
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such lordes, as aforesaid — to inquire bj oath, or otherwise, what estates and 
rightes they, their tenantes and inhabitauntes, have in said countries, etc., and by 
what rentes or services, and of what lord or lordes, they hold same — to dis- 
tinguishe theire severall landes and possessions ; and, accordinge to their rightes 
and interests, to confirme them in their lawfull possessions ; and to compound all 
differences betwixt them, touchinge same — to accept (*) a surrender from anie 
lordes within Ulster, or elswhere, who hold anie parte of their territories, by the 
irish custome of tan is trie ; or who can make noe other title thereunto, but long 
continuaunce of possession, beinge not able to derive their estate therein from us 
or our predecessors ; and to graunte (•) the territories, soe surrendered, unto the 
lordes or possessors thereof, for such estates, and with reservation and creation of 
such tenure, rentes and services, and under such conditions and covenantee, as 
betwene them and our lieutenant or deputy general shall be agreed on ; which 
grauntes shall be good in lawe — to divide the territories graunted unto such 
lordes, with their assent, into severall manors or seigniories and precinctes of 
leetes ; to distinguish said manors into several portions, for the demeasne 
landes of said lordes ; and to allott other portions thereof to a competent 
nomber of freeholders and lease-holders, to be created by said lordes, in such 
manner, by such assurance in lawe, and with reservation of such tenures and 
rentes unto said lordes, as said lordes and tenantes, by the mediation of the 
commissioners, shall agre uppon — to graunte (•) unto said lordes, and their 
heires, or for anie other estate of inheritaunce, such and soe many severall 
leetes, viewes of franckepledge, and other royalties and franchesies, as may be 
requisit to be holden within said manors and countries — to graunte license unto 
said lordes to make tenures by knights service, or in tree and common soccage, 
uppon anie graunte in fee simple, to be made by them of theire landes unto anie 
persons, and theire heires, for ever, to be held of said lordes, and their heires, 
by such tenures or services, as shall be reserved ; and not immediately of the

as shalbe most nccessarie and convenient; to devide said baronies or hundreds 
into severall tithinges ; and thereupon to take order, as well, for buildinge severall 
townes and villages; for setlinge such subjectes therein as have noe certen 
habitation, but wander upp and downe lobselie in the countrey, follow inge their 
creaghtes or heerdes of cattle ; for repairinge and re-peoplinge such townes, 
corporate and other, which are now decayed ; for settinge upp good trades, and 
placynge artificers and handicraftes-men, within said townes ; as, foi erectingesuch 
and soe many schooles of learninge, for instruction of youth in religion and good 
letters; and, of such and soe many innes, for the ease and intertaynement of 
travellers, in sundrie partes of that realme, as shall be thought necessarie ; and 
the orders, soe made for the accomplishinge of the premisses, are hereby declared 
to be approved and confirmed — to call before them all the inhabitauntes of 
Ulster and all other partes, with whom noe composition, in lieu of cesse, hath 
bene made, or with whom the former compositions have bene discontinued, and 
are not yet revived ; and to make such or the like composition with them, as hath
